Cuapter VII. 
THe “TRUNCATED STAR” WATERMARKED SERIES, 1868-74. 


I have considered it advisable to depart somewhat from a strict chrono- 
logical arrangement of the issues in order to group together the whole series 
of stamps printed upon the “Truncated Star’ paper in the one chapter. I 
have done this to avoid unnecessary repetition in the description of the paper, 
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and to preserve a certain uniformity of classification of the series, which can 
only be effected by grouping the papers, as the design of the stamps them- 
selves in this and the following group is the same. 

On the 13th June, 1867, an order was sent to England, upon the Govern- 
ment Lithographer’s requisition, for a supply of paper specially designed for 
the printing of Treasury notes. The patterns given consisted (1st) of the date 
1867, with “Queensland” in an arch above and “Treasury Note” below, 
and (2d) “Queensland” in an arch above, “Treasury Note” in two straight 
lines. Four truncated stars were placed at each side of the words “Treasury 
note.”” The whole watermark was of a size to fit the printed note, which was 
about the size and shape of an ordinary bank note, I have been unable to 
ascertain whether paper was ever manufactured in accordance with the design 
supplied, as the Treasury notes were all re-called about 1868, and destroyed. 

The Government Lithographer does not remember any exact details 
about the papers employed for printing the notes, beyond the fact that vari- 
ous papers were used from time to time, and that paper originally intended 
for the postage stamps was adopted for the Treasury notes, and vice versd. 

However some remnants of paper bearing the watermarked word 
“Queensland” in single line capitals, four times repeated, and a number of 
truncated stars placed at equal distances in straight rows throughout the 
sheet, exist in the possession of the officer in charge of the Government secur- 
ities. This paper is known by the “traditional” title of “Note Paper.” A 
“specimen” surcharged sheet of one penny stamps printed on this paper, now 
in the Post Office, shows the stars in 21 horizontal lines of 12, and as there is 
no outer boundary line of watermark, it seems improbable that the paper was 
specially manufactured to fit the stamp plate, which contained 240 stamps in 
20 horizontal rows of 12. 

A requisition for Twopenny stamps was made in March, 1868, as follows: 

“General Post Office, 
‘Brisbane, 18th March, 1868, 

“Sir.—I have the honor, by direction of the Honorable the Postmaster- 
General, to request that you will cause to be struck off and furnished to this 
department, nine hundred and sixty thousand Twopenny stamps (4000 sheets) 
and that a portion of them may be supplied by the beginning of next month 
(April). 

“T have, &c., 
“T, E. SALISBURY, 
‘“The Government Printer.”’ “Chief Clerk.’ 

The Government Printer returned the requisition with the following 
memo. :— 

‘‘As proper watermarked paper has been ordered from England and is 
expected to arrive in the course of four months, will the Honorable the Post- 
master-General be kind enough to inform me whether rooo sheets will be 
sufficient, pending the arrival of the paper above alluded to? The stamps 
will be printed on paper as per specimen submitted this morning. 

“J. 2. 20:23:68,’ 

To this memorandum, the reply was made that 1000 sheets would hardly 
be sufficient for the four months, but they could be furnished, and, if any 

more were required before the paper was received from England, a further 
requisition would be made. 

In the Government Printer’s Record Book of Stamps printed, a page is set 
apart for the printings of the Twopence between the 3d Apriland 25thAug.,1868. 
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This page is headed “Watermarked Note Paper,” and the numbers entered 240,- 
ooo from 3rd Aprilto 13th June, and 362,400 from 13th June to 25th August, 
1868. A portion of the first printing was issued to the Post Office on the3zrdApril. 
No other denominations are entered on this page as having been printed or 
issued. The next page, recording printings of One penny, Twopence and six- 
pence is headed “New Watermarked Paper.”’ This, without doubt, was the 
“Crown Q.” Paper. I have seen a specimen of the Two pence, with Truncated 
Star, used on the roth August, 1868, and as the first printing of that value on 
the “new” paper is entered on the roth Wovemder of that year, there can be 
no doubt the “Watermarked Note Paper” was that with the truncated star. 

The Oceania catalogue assigns the date 1868 to both the Onepenny and 
Twopenny on this paper, but | think that the lower value was not printed 
on the star paper until after 1870. No requisition was made for this value 
and no printing performed until Nov., 1868, and then the “‘new’’ paper was 
used. 

The color of the Twopence was a pale clear blue, white gum, perforated 
13. Only a portion of the stamps on the sheet show traces of the capital let- 
ters, and the star very rarely falls in the centre of the stamps. 

About the end of 1870, the lithographic branch was severed from the 
Government Printing Office, and erected into a separate department under 
the control of the Colonial Treasurer. The Government Printer remained 
under the Colonial Secretary. All subsequent requisitions were made to the 
new department, but as all records of this department were destroyed about 
1880, | have nothing but the record book of the Accountant of Stamps, Post 
Office, to show the approximate dates on which the several denominations of 
stamps were printed. 

The first printings of the One penny, issued tothe Post Office after the 
first supply of the “new” paper had been accounted for, were entered in Jan- 
uary, 18-27, 1871. At the same time a supply of the Two pence was issued, 
and the three pence followed on the 27th February. A proof sheet of the 
three pence, in the pale greenish brown, is dated 13-2-71, in the Government 
Engraver's specimen book. Large supplies of the two lower values were issued 
during 1871, amounting to 606,480 one penny, and 975,360 two penny; 292,080 
of the three pence were issued from the 27th February to the 13th July inclu- 
sive; 72,000 of the Six pence were printed between the roth and 24th Novem- 
ber 1871. These printings I believe to be the first of the respective values on 
the truncated star paper. I have seen the Three pence used on the roth Sep- 
tember, 1871. 

The shades of color vary slightly from the printings on other papers, the 
difference being most marked in the three pence, which is found in warm 
brown, dark and light brown, greenish brown, and gray. The 1d was of a 
bright orange vermilion, varying somewhat in shade, and is frequently found 
oxydised, The Six pence was both deep and chrome green. The perforation 
was 13 on all values, and the gum white. 

The next denomination to be printed was the One shilling, of which 
24,000 were struck off on 13th November, 1862. The color of this printing 
was quite a new shade, being a dull claret, and individual specimens show 
very consid rable varieties of shade, some entirely lose the red tinge, and 
appear in a greenish gray shade. Proofs were struck in a brighter shade, 
more approaching a pale plum color, but the stamps printed for use were of a 
very inferior color. This shade was changed in the next printing of the 
One shilling (24,000, r9th February, 1874), to a very handsome purple. Same 
perforation and gum as the other values. 
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Between the 2gth January, 1872, and 19th October, 1874, when the use 
of the truncated star paper was discontinued, the following numbers of the 
four lower values were printed:— 

One penny, 2,544,000, 
Twopence, 4,440,000. 
Threepence, 432,000, 
Sixpence, 356,000,

CuHaptTer VIII, 
THe “Crown Q” WATERMARKED SERIES OF 1868-1878. 

I have no record of the original order for new paper bearing the Crown 
over © watermark, but the Government Printer’s mention of new paper in his 
memo. of the 30th March, 1868 (see Chapter vii), referred to a supply bear- 
ing this watermark, The order had been given to Messrs. De la Rue & Co., 
of London, whose invoice was dated 21st May, 1868. They manufactured a 
Dandy roll which produced 240 watermarks arranged in an unbroken pane in 
20 horizontal rows of 12, designed to fit the impressions from the steel plates 

The paper arrived by the Westbury about June, 1868, and the first supply 
issued to the Government Printer, on the 3rd November, 1868, consisted of 
two books; these were followed by three books, on the 19th November, 1868; 
and one book on the 31st March, 1869. The whole supply sent out by 
Messrs. De la Rue & Co., and charged for by them, amounted to 28,308 
sheets. 

As narrated in the preceding chapter, the Government Printer’s record 
book of stamps printed opens a new folio on the roth November, 1868, 
headed “New Watermarked Paper.” ‘The first printings of the respective 
values entered on this page are: “One ;enny, 20th November, 1868; Two 
pence, roth November, 1868; and Six pence, gth April, 1869. 

The total numbers printed between the roth November, 1868, and 17th 
November, 1870, when a return was made to the truncated star paper, were: 
One penny, 1,774,520; Twopence, 1,928,000; and Sixpence, 1,095,400. The 
colors, perforation, and gum were the same as in the preceding issue. 

The paper by the Westbury was packed in four cases. No.1 (which also 
contained “Stamp Duty” paper), was issued as above mentioned; No. 2, con- 
taining 26 books of 500 sheets each, was issued between April, 1869, and May 
1870; and No, 3, containing 24 books of 500 sheets and one book of 308 
sheets, was issued between 3oth October, 1874, and 2nd June, 1875. 

The last of the Fourpence, lilac, were issued for use in December, 1874 
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A fresh lithographic transfer was made, consisting of 120 stamps in 12 hori- 
zontal rows of 10, and proofs were submitted in various colors. Specimens 
of these proofs are in the Post Office collection at Brisbane, and are of the 
following colors: Pale blue, rose, lilac, reddish-brown, pale-brown, orange, 
greenish-blue, light reddish-brown, greyish-brown, yellow, and lemon-yellow. 
The last mentioned color was marked “Approved, 1-1-75.”" It was a very 
sickly shade, even in proof condition, and when lithographed on watermarked 
paper it presented a very faded and indistinct appearance, The first print- 
ings took place from 1st to 29th January, 1875. ‘The value being separately 
drawn for each stamp on the sheet, minor varieties in the lettering may be 
found, and some stamps show the outer line of the central oval broken at the 
foot of the stamp, 

Further printings of the other values were made on the following dates:— 

One penny, 4th November, 1874. 

Twopence, 4th November, 1874. 

Threepence, rath June, 1875. 

Sixpence, rst January, 1875. 

One shilling, 5th March, 1875. 

These printings of the Threepence and One shilling were the first on the 
Crown Q paper. 

The color of the One penny was at first altered to a rose-red shade, but 
reverted to orange vermilion in 1875; the Twopence was printed in a much 
deeper blue; the Threepence in warm brown; the Sixpence in shades of em- 
erald and yellow-green; and the One shilling in the same shade of. purple as 
the last printing on the truncated star paper. About the beginning of 1875 a 
new perforating machine of 12 gauge was imported, and all values bear both 
perforations 13 and 12. 

Several millions of the two lower values were printed, but as they were 
subsequently supplied together with the new types of the same values, the ex- 
act numbers cannot be given. 180,000 of the Threepence were printed be- 
tween 11th June, 1875, and 31st December, 1877. 365,760 of the Fourpence 
were printed between 1st January, 1875, and 14th March, 1879. 872,000 of 
the Sixpence were printed between ist January, 1875, and zoth November, 
1879, and 192,000 of the One shilling between 5th March, 1875, and 27th 
February, 1878. 

Imperforate varieties of the One Penny, orange vermilion, and Twopence, 
blue, are known.

THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF FRANCE.

1870-71. THE GERMAN STAMPS, CALLED ALSACE LORRAINE, FOR THI 
INVADED DEPARTMENTS, 


The succession of our disasters continues unrelentingly. The invasion 
is steadily extending notwithstanding the efforts, sometimes successful, of the 
remnants of our Armies, to which have been added the troops hastily raised 
by the government for National Defence. These improvised soldiers, without 
military instruction and provided with arms of all descriptions, resisted, how- 
ever, during several months a disciplined and victorious enemy whose military 
organization had been long prepared with scientific exactness. 

The German plan had foreseen everything; we find the proof of it even 
in the so called Alsace Lorraine stamps to which we are abovt to refer. 

With us, the confusion of the Postal service was at its height, notwith- 
standing the efforts of Mr. Steenackers and all the devotion of his assistants. 
A circular of Gambetta prescribed, on the 16 October 1870, that “the postal 
Service must be maintained, either by continuing to run the trains appropriated 
to it, or by introducing, in the special war trains, itinerant post offices.’’ This 
it was easy to say, but the war service, under the circumstances, took precedence 
over everything and absorbed everything. 

Besides, the French Post-office, deprived of Paris, its centre, was making 
important efforts to reestablish the connections which were being continually 
cut off by the enemy. The round about routes which became necessary were 
remarkable. Forinstance,as Mr. Alexis Belloc says in “Zes Postes francatses,”’ 
the transmission of despatches from Bordeaux to Lille took no less than seven 
days, provided the different trains connected exactly, and then despatches 
had to follow the following itinerary: Poitiers, Niort, la Poissonniere, Nantes, 
Redon, Rennes, Dol-de-Bretagne, Saine Lo., Lison, Cherbourg, Southampton, 
London, Dover, Calais and Lille. 

The exchange of correspondence with the invaded regions presented still 
greater difficulties; transit through Belgium and Switzerland had to be resorted 
to. The Prussian heads of the departments, true to the theory of Mr. Von 
Moltke that “the war must be carried on to the utmost and by every means,” 
did not hesitate at violating correspondence. 

A Prussian official had charge of the Post-office in the occupied depart- 
ments. He made the regulations; one of these was to the effect that letters 
were to be deposited open and had to be called for at the windows of the 
offices, of which in most cases the French receivers remained in charge. The 
letters being forwarded via Prussia, Switzerland or Belgium, the exchange was 
made with well studied slowness. 
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The situation was still worse with the armies; the wagon-masters were 
partly to blame for it; an official report of Eschasseriaux of 1871 says “most 
of these wagon-masters, especially in the auxiliary army, were entirely ignor- 
ant of the nature of their duties. Many of them did not have any list of their 
men, or did not keep any record of the changes occuring. In other cases, 
they were separated from their corps or had no information in respect to the 
transmission of the letters.” 

The letters for the public, as well as the free letters addressed to soldiers, 
were accumulating in such quantities at certain points, that it was frequently 
necessary !0 return them to the senders. 

The German army was splendidly served by its field post office (feldpost); 
not only was there a complete administration for each army corps, but each 
division of infantry, each corps of artillery and of cavalry even, had its postal 
wagon, accompanying it everywhere, a regular moveable office provided with 
all the accessories, including dating stamps 
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and even special postage stamps, in French money, manufactured for the in- 
habitants of the invaded countries, as the army had the postal franchise. We 
must say that these fine wheelworks would have worked less easily if we had 
had a little luck in having either in Paris, or with Gambetta, a soldier of 
genius 

As early as the 6th September, 1870, the following document appeared, 
dated in Berlin. 

“In the franking of Post Office matter, under the jurisdiction of Nancy 
(Nancy had the first German central office in France) there will be new post- 
age stamps used, bearing the designation “Postes” and the value in centimes. 
Stamps will be issued of 1, 2, 4, 10 and 20 centimes, viz.: (here follows the de- 
signation of the colors, which are those of the French stamps of correspond- 
ing value),”’ 

These stamps were a mere typographical composition printed on a burelé 
ground; they enabled the Germans to confiscate the French postal revenue, 


and their profit in this respect must certainly have been considerable. 

On the 26th October there was a new decree announcing the creation of 
the supplementary values of 5 and 25 centimes, 

This time reference is no longer made to the postal administration of 
Nancy but to the administration of the Governor-General of German Alsace 
and Lorraine. 
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“The post offices must, as per the orders of the superior postal 
authorities, keep on hand stamps for the franking of postal matter and sell 
them at the nominal value marked thereon. Besides the stamps now in use, 
5 and 25 centimes stamps will be sold.” 

“The post offices are authorized to also sell postal envelopes postal 
cards and post office money orders; however for the postal envelopes, there 
will be charged in addition to the value indicated on the stamp, an additional 
amount equal to the cost of manufacture of the envelopes,’’(*) 

The war continued without any chance of success for us. 

Paris having exhausted its provisions, was obliged, on the 23d January to 
ask for an armistice; our last army, that of the East, commanded by Bour- 
baki, harassed, in need of everything, was obliged to take refuge in Switzer- 
land, where it received a generous hospitality; that country accorded to ou 
soldiers the postal franchise, by means of a stamp printed in black on carmine 
or bright rose paper.

At last, France, exhausted by an uninterrupted succession of sieges 
and bloody battles was obliged to sign a treaty of peace on the 26 February 
1871, by which she ceded, Alsace and part of Lorraine, including Metz, to 
Germany, besides paying a war indemnity of five Milliards of Francs. An 
army of occupation was to remain in France until this indemnity should be 


fully paid. 

During this occupation, a superior german postal direction was organized 
which continued to use the german stamps infrench money. ‘The following is 
the text of the complementary arrangements concluded on the 3 February 
1871 between the representatives of the German and French administration 
by virtue of article 15 of the truce agreement of the 28 January: 

It is agreed between the undersigned: 

Mr. Rampont, Director-General of Posts at Paris, and Dr. Rosshirt, ad- 
ministrator of the Post-office in the French territories occupied by the Ger- 
man troops. 

Art, 1.—Single letters from Paris for the French territory occupied by 
the german troops, and vice-versa, will be subject to a tax of 40 centimes. 

Each of the contracting parties shall collect 20 centimes, so that there 
will be no account to keep for the interchanging of these letters. For letters, 
the weight of which shall exceed 10 grammes, the tax shall be fixed according 
to the French scale for prepaid: letters. ‘The letters in question shall be 
delivered at the German office in Versailles, as sorted by departments 

Art. 2.—The German office shall collect a tax of 4 centimes for 40 gram 
mes upon Newspapers and printed matter destined for the occupied territory, 

The weight of each package shall not exceed 240 grammes. 

Art. 3.—“The letters from Paris for the territory not occupied, and vice- 
versa, shall be subjected to a transit tax of 10 francs per Kilogramme—news- 
papers and printed matter shall be subject to a tax of 2 francs per Kilo- 
gramme, etc.” 

Article 1st explains why a German stamp and a French stamp both of 20 


(*) There have been no envelopes in French money. 
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centimes, are often found pasted on the same letter, the German one crossed 
in pencil or ink, the French one with its cancellation of a numeral surrounded 
by dots; and also, why certain letters bearing only either the German or the 
French stamp, also bear an inked stamp of 20 or 25 centimes. 

This servlce did not terminate until the liberation of the territory, on the 
16th September, 1873, but the German stamps in French money had ceased to 
be current on the 31st December, 1871. 

Shades. These stamps show some well marked varieties, viz:

Besides, the burelé ground, being sometimes very apparent, and at other 
times almost invisible, produces numerous varieties. This burelé ground is 
formed by double lines in quarter circles, the regular type having the curve 
turned towards the bottom of the stamps, and the point towards the top, but 
the stamp being printed separately, above this ground, it sometimes happens 
that the burelé lines are reversed, the curve being turned towards the top of 
the stamp. The whole series is to be found in this way. They are perforated 
14%. 

Reprints.—In 1885, a German dealer succeeded in having reprints made 
but it was not a success; as the plate did not exist any longer, it was neces- 
sary to make up new ones and there is not the same distance between the 
letters as in the original. The burelé ground, which in the reprints is always 
reversed, seems to be identical, as well as the perforation. The colors are 
not exactly the same as the originals; the 20 centimes blue, especially is too 
dark. 

Postal Card.—The card referred to in the above decree is merely a form 
printed in French, in black on a common rough card, reading

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Cancellation.—The cancellations of these stamps are interesting; they are 
eagerly collected, especially in Germany. We find amongt them first the 
French date stamps, such as those of Nancy, Strasbourg, Colmar, Metz, etc; 
these paraphernalia was seized by the German Military authorities in the 
places which surrendered, together with all the war and administration 
material; in the open towns, the French employes of the Postal and Telegraph 
service were ordered to retreat and destroy their implements, if they could 
not save them from the hands of the enemy; but the Germans, in entering those 
towns required that the municipalities should reinstal the Post-offices, and then 
the hidden implements were often found again: for this reason the ordinary 
french cancellations of Melun, Soissons, Amiens, etc , are found, 

When the seals had been destroyed, the municipalities were required to 
have new ones made at once, and these of course did not resemble the usual 
dating stamps, as for instance those of Epinal and Rouen which are in stout 
letters, in circles, and bear only 1871 for all dates. 

The towns which Germany coveted were from the very beginning of the 
war promptly provided with dating stamps in the German language. 

Those most used are round with thin letters: Strassburg, Metz, Weissen- 
burg I. Elsass, Markirck Bahnhof (Ste Marie in the Mines), etc. 

There is even one existing for Belfort, which could not have been in use 
more than a few days. 

There are also rectangular dating stamps, specially for the Railway 
stations, such as “Mulhausen I. Elsassbahnhof,” etc. 

Some of them have astreamer in the shape of a horse shoe, with the 
name of the town in very large type, such as, Colmar, Mulhausen I, Els., 
Saargemines, etc. The military postal wagons had round or rectangular 
stainps, with K. PR. Feldpost-Relais, followed by a number and the date. 

Finally, there are a great many of these stamps cancelled with a pen and 
ink or with a cross in colored pencil 

The pencil cancellations, figures surrounded by dots, were made by mis- 
take; they were not regular.

THE STAMPS OF VICTORIA.

Type VII,—It will be remembered in connection with the first printing 
of this type that alternative tenders were called for, viz: printing two million 
Penny and one million Twopenny from the old plates, and also for new plates 
of Penny, Twopence and Fourpence. The nine tenders were Messrs. Calvert 
Bros., De Gruchy and Leigh, William Bell, John Mitchell, Cyrus Mason, Price 
and Murray, E. L. Robinson, Alex. Drasey, and Alex. McGlashon. 

Messrs. Calvert Bros., sent in three separate tenders, two being for new 
plates of Penny, Twopence and Fourpence, and printing. Third was “to 
prepare and sink for emboss, plates of 50 Fourpenny stamps,”’ and print from 
such dies. Of the others, Messrs. De Gruchy and Leigh tendered for printing 
from the old plates, and also engraving three new ones of 120 stamps each. 
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Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Mason, in addition to printing, offered to engrave new 
Fourpenny dies and lithograph. Mr. Bell’s tender was for engraving only. 
The remaining four were solely for printing from the old plates, either direct 
or by lithography. Messrs. Calvert’s was the only offer to print the stamps 
by electrotype. 

Accompanying their tender of 17th November, 1856, is a letter from Mr. 
Samuel Calvert to the Tender Board, as follows: ‘‘As reference will be made 
to stamps that I have previously supplied for the service, viz: Two Shilling, 
Sixpenny, Too Late and Registered, I beg, on behalf of our present firm, to 
state that, however satisfactory such stamps may be considered, they can form 
no sample of what is now tendered, inasmuch as they were produced under 
many difficulties. The engravings were executed one from the other by hand, 
consequently, as must always be the case, failed in identity. The present 
tender is based upon the most satisfactory and elaborate results of chemical 
reduplication, whereby permanent pure metallic plates are produced, giving 
inimitable elaboration and exactness. And it need hardly be said that the 
design and expression will be wrought with that artistic care, which, by the 
progress made, will far exceed my previous productions,” A subsequent 
letter by Messrs, Calvert to the Inspector of Stamps, dated 30th December, 
1856, states: “With reference to our accepted tender No. 2 for Postage Stamps, 
we beg to explain that we prepare one original die for each sort of stamps, 
from which is taken the one hundred plates which constitute the “forme” 
from which is printed the required number of postage stamp labels. We 
deliver up the one hundred plates (or more) with the original die for each 
sort of stamp.” 

Rider A.—Notwithstanding that Messrs. Calvert engaged to engrave the 
original dies on boxwood, I am of opinion that they were engraved on steel, 
as some, if not all, the steel punches for this type are known to exist, and it 
is very possible that they may have found the steel engraving more suitable 
for electrotyping than wood. 

Although the bond is dated 21st January, 1857, Messrs. Calvert’s con- 
tract was approved on 4th December, 1856, and they would no doubt com- 
mence the plates forthwith. The Penny and Fourpenny stamps being 
urgently required, the printing of these values was undertaken first. On the 
16th December, 1856, a question was asked in the Legislative Council as to 
the reason the Fourpenny stamp had not been issued, although the fourpenny 
rate had been in Operation since 1st July, 1855. The reply was that at that 
time there were nearly three million Twopenny stamps on hand in the Post- 
office, and it was deemed advisable to work them off first 

In February, 1857, the Penny stamps were almost exhausted, and the 
contractors were asked to furnish a supply immediately, which they did, 
750,000 Penny and the same number of Fourpenny being delivered by the 
18th of that month. The balance of these values was delivered by the end 
of March, All the Penny and Fourpenny stamps under this contract were 
printed on the “star” paper, received in 1854 from Messrs. Perkins, Bacon 
and Co., London. As this paper was sufficient to print nearly seven million 
stamps, it might naturally be supposed that under the terms of the contract 
it would be used for the Twopenny value. It seems, however, that a quan- 
tity of this paper through some cause had been damaged and Messrs. Calvert 
complained that it was unfit for use; they were therefore asked to return the 
faulty paper to the Post-office, and informed that other suitable for the pur- 
pose would be supplied by the Colonial Storekeeper. About 34% reams of 
the “star” paper were used for the Penny and Fourpenny stamps, and as less 
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than nine reams would be required for the Twopenny, the inference is that 
nearly the whole of the balance of 25% reams was considered unfit, and it 
would be thought better to use the same kind of paper throughout for printing 
the Twopenny. This is I have no doubt the reason this value is not found 
on the “star” paper. Ialso find a later reference to the “star’’ paper in one 
of Mr. S. Calvert’s tenders for the next contract, where he speaks of the plates 
having suffered somewhat from the rough texture of the paper then used. It 
must of course be remembered that this paper was intended for steel plate 
printing, not by electrotypes. 

The Penny and Fourpenny stamps were printed in sheets of 240, this 
would be done by reversing the sheet and placing it a second time under the 
printing machine. The sheets when issued by the Post-office appear however 
to have contained 120 stamps, according to the issues to the Delivery Window. 
The Twopenny stamps were printed on wove unwatermarked paper, in sheets 
of 120, and were all delivered to the Post-office during the month of May. 
This value was not printed on similar paper in later supplies. 

Some of these stamps were rouletted in 1857, though none are common; 
the Penny is chronicled as guaging 7 and 8, and the ‘I'wopence also exists 
with the same measurements. The Fourpence is found rouletted 7 to 9, and 
some specimens of the higher gauges show extremely fine points. The earliest 
postmarked Fourpence, star watermark, rouletted,I have seen is dated 3rd 
August, 1857, and of the Twopence, wove paper, rouletted is 23rd September, 
1857. An unused block of six of the Twopence, wove paper, is in the pos- 
session of a member of the Philatelic Society of Victoria, having the perforation 
known as percé en pointes. As no postmarked specimens of this mode of 
perforation have been discovered I think it most likely that this block was 
sent in with one of the tenders as a specimen of the perforation proposed. 

In the bond entered into by Mr. Samuel Calvert in 1857 for the perforation 
of the stamps, the number estimated was eight millions, but he could not have 
done more than about 400,000, and these were principally sixpence (Type IV.) 
and fourpence (Type VII.) The other tenders were Mr. S. S. Ritchie and 
Mr, F. W. Robinson. Both Mr. Calvert and Mr. S. S. Ritchie submitted 
specimens of perforation, but as in other cases these have unfortunately been 
removed from the documents, so that it is impossible to describe them, 

In November, 1857, the Inspector of stamps having reported that the in- 
creased consumption of Penny and Fourpenny stamps necessitated a new 
supply as soon as possible, it will be remembered that two and a half millions 
of each value were called for. Mr. Samuel Calvert sent in two tenders, the 
others being Messrs. Robinson and Hobson, Goodhugh and Hough, Ferguson 
and Mitchell, Shaw, Harnett and Co., and W. H. Williams. In Mr. Calvert's 
first tender, which was #90 higher than his accepted one for this supply, he 
proposed to renew the greater portion of the dies, as he considered that the 
plates had deteriorated from the:causes already mentioned. He stated that 
he was “ready immediately to produce the first portion from the present plates, 
and then if desirable to supply an entirely new die and fresh set of plates, similar 
to the new English stamp, so much admired, and which has been so success- 
fully produced by the same process.” In the accepted tender (No. 2) Mr. 
Calvert offered to print, gum and perforate the five million stamps, “with such 
material as will produce a superior stamp to those at present in use.”’ In this 
I think he was referring to the paper, rather than the plates. As the higher 
tender was for production “from new plates, and with the best material,’’ it 
may be considered that either the renewal of the dies was not thought to be 
of immediate necessity, or the urgency of the supply prevented its adoption,

Mr. Calvert printed these stamps in sheets of 120 on unwatermarked wove 
paper, similar to that used for the twopence of the previous contracts. Both 
the Penny and Fourpence were issued in January, 1858, and they exist im- 
perforate and rouletted, the latter gauging 8 tog. These were done by Mr. 
Calvert. The earliest specimens I have found rouletted are Penny dated 
19th January, 1858, and Fourpence, 18th January, 1858. All the stamps 
supplied by Mr. Calvert were taken into stock between January and the 
beginning of April. In consequence of Mr. Calvert's inability to complete 
his contract the supply of Fourpenny stamps was very soon exhausted. On 
29th April the Inspector of Stamps reported that Fourpenny were urgently 
required, and that a fresh supply of —Twopenny would also be necessary in 
consequence of so many having been used in their place. I find by the stamp 
ledgers that during this month only about two days’ supply was issued of 
fourpenny, while that of the twopenny was eight times more than the average. 

Mr. F. W. Robinson’s tender was the only one received for the Fourpenny 
contract, and is dated 30th April, 1858. The Secretary to the Post-office on 
3rd May recommended its acceptance, “as it is necessary the printing of these 
stamps should be proceeded with at once.”” Although the Gazeffe approval 
is dated 22nd June, 1858, Mr. Robinson must have commenced the printing 
about the 3rd May, and probably delivered the first sheets on the 4th or sth 
idem. There were taken into stock 474,480 by the end of June, and the 
balance of 1,623,000 by 6th August, This supply was printed in sheets of 120, 
on paper laid vertically, and the stamps are found both imperforate and 
rouletted. The first issue was in May. Imperforate specimens are not com- 
mon, and probably were unintentionally issued in that state. The earliest 
specimen I have discovered of imperforate is dated 18th June, 1858, and of 
rouletted, 5th May, 1858. The latter appear to gauge 534 to 6%, and were 
done by Mr. Robinson. 

In the next contract for two millions and a half Twopenny Stamps under 
gazetted authority of 28th July, 1858 (the performance of which was partly 
concurrent with the previous contract), Mr. Robinson’s tender bears date 
22nd June, and he states that “my arrangements and plant are now so com- 
plete that I can undertake to deliver perforated stamps on the third day after 
the receipt of the acceptance of the tender.”” According tothe stamp ledgers, 
Mr. Robinson delivered 60,000 at the end of June, and the balance of 2,440,080 
during the September quarter, As the contract was not completed until the 
2oth October, he would probably during that month be finishing the rouletting 
of the sheets, These stamps were printed in sheets of 120, on laid paper, and 


show two distinct shades of lilac, viz :—brownish lilac, and deep gray lilac. 
They were all rouletted, the gauge being the same as in Mr. Robinson’s pre- 
vious contract for the Fourpenny. There is no means of ascertaining why 


the change in color was made, or the precise date, but, from their being 
equally common, it may be safely reckoned that about half of each shade was 
printed. The brownish lilac which was printed just shows the paper laid both 
horizontally and vertically, but the deep gray lilac is only known laid hori- 
zontally. The stamps supplied under this contract were first issued July, 
1858; the earliest specimen of the brownish lilac, laid horizontally, I know of is 
dated 31st July, 1858, and the vertically laid paper, 21st September, 1858. 

On 27th October the Inspector of Stamps reported that Penny Stamps 
would be required before the end of the year, and Mr. Robinson’s tender for 
four millions having been accepted, he commenced the contract on 7th 
December, and made the first supply to the Post Office on 14th December. 
As before mentioned, the contract was subsequently altered, other arrangements 
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being made in April, 1859, with Mr, Robinson by the Post Office. The num- 
ber printed was 1,479,960, and these were all delivered by 15th February, 
1859. In this printing the unwatermarked wove paper was reverted to, and 
the stamps were machine perforated 12, as it is termed, 120 stamps to the 
sheet. The first issue was made in December, 1858. 

Under Mr. Robinson’s contract of gth February, 1859, he supplied the 
1,000,080 Fourpenny Stamps between the 15th of that month and the 16th 
March, These stamps were also printed on unwatermarked wove paper per- 
forated 12, and were issued in February, 1859, one hundred and twenty stamps 
to the sheet. 

The next delivery of stamps by Mr. Robinson (which was under his con- 
tract of 11th April, 1859, for performing all work required to the end of the 
year) was on 28th May. Between that date and 29th June 612,000 Penny 
were delivered, and, by the end of August, 1,440,000 Fourpenny. ‘These were 
all on unwatermarked paper, perforated 12. From 2nd September to roth 
December Mr. Robinson delivered 1,559,880 Penny, and, during December, 
342,000 Fourpenny. ‘These were printed in sheets of 120, on paper laid 
horizontally, perforated 12, the Penny being issued in September, and the 
Fourpenny in December, 1859. These were the last printed under contract.

RAID ON THE LOCAL POST OFFICE. 


First IssuE OF THE JUBILEE PosTAGE STAMPS. 
From the Shanghai Mercury. 


Sent us through the courtesy of Mr. W. P. EATon, 





A Municipal Notification appeared in the papers yesterday informing the 
general public that the two-cents. Jubilee Postage Stamps would be for sale 
at the Local Post Office on and after Wednesday, the 15th instant, between 
10 a.m. and 4 p.m., and that the number of stamps to be sold to each purchaser 
was limited to 250 or to the value of $5. These had to be paid for in dollar 
notes. Our reporter arrived on the scene at about 10,10. At that time there 
were about 200 Foreigners of all sorts, sizes, and nationalities, all pushing, 
hustling, howling, and some swearing, but all determined to have the first of 
the new stamps, Amongst those who surrounded the Post Office were a 
number of softer sex, who stood a very poor chance, therefore the great part 
of them kept out of the crowd. By 10.15 the crowd had increased, when 
carriages and jinrickshas lined each side of the street for a considerable 
distance, and the people were so densely packed that those who had obtained 
an entrance to the small window, where it was only possible for one at a time 
to be served with the stamps, found it almost impossible to make an exit when 
served. About this time a Police Sergeant was sent on the scene to preserve 
order, and to keep the crowd back, but what was one in such a throng? 
However, the measure improved matters a little, for the Sergeant did his best. 
Had proper arrangements been made there would have been no trouble or 
occasion to crowd. Four or five policemen stationed there would have sufficed, 
and had the Post Master got in a few extra hands, and served out through 
the different windows and the side entrance, everything would have worked 
smoothly. At 10.30 the crowd still increased, when the weaker went to the 
wall and the strong and burly had the best of it. The pushing, crowding, 
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and striving began to subside at about a quarter to eleven o’clock, and by 
eleven the greater part of the Foreigners were served and the Chinese coolies, 
who were waiting at a respectable distance, commenced to get towards the 
Post Office compound. It may have been that the Post Master did not expect 
such a crowd; if so, then there is some excuse, or it may have occurred if 
these stamps had been served from more than one window, people would have 
passed from one window to another and thus obtained any quantity. But 
this we are certain of, that had the customers been allowed to have gone 
through the office and had come out of the side entrance it would have been 
much better. A brisk business was carried on till noon, and during the 
afternoon the Post Master was kept hard at work. 

But we must not complain too much about the arrangements, for it is 
the excessive eagerness of the public to get hold of the new issue that is 
most to blame; the Post Master had a terrible time. The total issue of the 
Jubilee stamps is 360,000, and some 200,000 were taken by the public before 
the office closed this afternoon. $2,900 worth were sold before tiffin time. 
The stamps will be on sale again to-morrow, and we hope that steps will be 
taken to prevent the scene that was witnessed this morning being repeated. 


AN NEWSPAPER STAMPS... 
We are just in receipt of the last number of the Stamp News from which 
we extract the following: 

“The Revue Philatéligue, or rather its editor, is very much annoyed that

others, who claim to have unearthed the matter,” 

We are not in the habit of blowing our own horn whenever the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, but this is too flagrant an instance of misappropriation 
of credit that is due to others for us to pass it by in silence. 

The Editor of the Stamp News is evidently under the impression that he 
was the first one to inform the philatelic world of the status of these stamps 


when in the July, 1893, number of his journal he declared that they were 
frauds.

As a matter of fact, we never had any confidence whatever in these 
stamps and mistrusted them from the moment that we saw the first specimen 
In the November, 1892 number of the American Journal of Philately we 
wrote as follows : 

“We have received from a correspondent a soc ctamp of the new series 
of newspaper stamps which it is said were issued on the sth of May last, the 
inauguration day of the first railroad in Bolivia. The stamp we received was 
on a part of the wrapper, and certainly looks all right. However, we are very 
suspicious about them, as we do not understand why such high values as 10 
Bolivanos should be used for newspapers unless used as the periodical stamps 
of the United States, which is not the case, as proved by the stamp before us. 
In the meanwhile we shall chronicle them and wait for further information.” 

At the same time we wrote to our agents in Bolivia ordering a quantity 
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of these stamps, and requesting information as to their status. We received 
our reply in March, 1893, and in the March number of our journal we stated 
the following : 

“‘Last November in chronicling the so-called newspaper stamps we stated 
that they appeared very suspicious to us, and advised our readers not to buy 
them. Since, our suspicions have been confirmed by our correspondent in 
La Paz who writes us ‘no such stamps have ever been issued. The only 
stamps in use to-day are the current postage stamps: I, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50 and 
100 centavos and revenue stamps (Transacciones) used in the Courts of Jus 
tice.” 

It is hardly necessary for us to adduce any further evidence to prove 
that we were the first to unearth this fraud, and if our contemporaries in 
Europe would read our journal with a little more attention they would have 
saved themselves and their customers a great deal of annoyance. 

We have never bought or sold a single specimen of these stamps which 
proves that we have never believed in their authenticity.

THE 19TH OF NOVEMBER. 


RoyaL ORDINANCE, 





Through the Foreign Department the following Royal Ordinance under 
No, 483 and under date of the 18th inst., was addressed to His Excellency, 
the Governor-General, viz:— 

Your Excellency:—Taking into consideration, by your official letter No. 
598 dated September 3oth, last, the request made by Messrs. Fernando Zegri 
and José Prats, residents of Mayagiiez, by virtue of which petition all domes- 
tic correspondence in the Island shall be stamped with special postage stamps 
of the value of three cents on the nineteenth day of November next, with the 
object of commemorating the 4th Centennial of the discovery of the Island 
and in consideration of the information given by the Intendancy-General, by 
the Department of Ways and. Means, and by the Corresponding Department 
of the Secretary of that Government: Whereas, the requested authority does 
not conflict with the course of the Administration, nor prejudices the interests 
of the Treasury, as the destination and proceeds of the stamps referred to are 
to be in the care and benefit of the State: Considering, that it is intended by 
this means to contribute to the prepetuation of a glorious national event, and as 
the patriotic wish of the petitioneers, by giving the greatest splendor to the 
souvenir of that event, manifests the true love and adhesion of these people 
to the Metropolis, and considering that notwithstanding the above, the 
government of His Majesty cannot, without failing in its obligations to the 
legal dispositions in force, impose as obligatory an increase of the postage 
stamps, although this applies, as mentioned in the petition, to one day only 
and is intended for the interior, His Majesty the King (Whom God Protects) 
and in his name the Queen Regent of the Kingdom, has been pleased to 
authorize the communication to Your Excellency of her satisfaction through 
seeing the enthusiasm of that Island in proposing the celebration of the com- 
memoration of its discovery, in which high purpose the Mother country ac- 
companies, and H. M., has resolved as follows: 

1st:—It is authorized to grant the circulation of special postage stamps 
intended for commemoration of the 4th Centennial of the discovery of the 
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Island for the mailing of all classes of correspondence in the interior, only on 
the nineteenth day of November next; j 

2nd:—That thanks may be extended, in her name to Messrs. Fernando 
Zegri and José Prats for the donation to the Treasury of the amount which 
on that day is expended for the stamps; 

3rd:—That the public is at liberty on that day to use either the com- 
memorative stamps or the official stamps now in circulation for the mailing of 
correspondence in the interior; 

4th:—That when the amount of the postage exceeds the price of the 
special stamps, the balance may be completed with the national stamps of the 
corresponding value; 


5th:—That the issue of the said stamps shall be of such an amount as the 
petitioneers may consider necessary for the demand; 
6th:—That the execution of the stamps shall be witnessed by a delegate 


of the Intendancy General of the State, by another from the Department of 
Contributions, in conjunction with the petitioneers. before which committee 
and at the termination of the execution the lithographic stone must be de- 
stroyed, the stamps passing to the care of the Administrative Commissioners 
under a record to be signed by all members of the Committee, and 

7th:—That on the nineteenth day referred to, and on the termination of 
the sale, the sellers deliver the remaining stamps to the respective Depart- 
ments of the State, the latter to send them to the Intendancy General who 
after recounting shall order their mutilation in presence of the same Com- 
mittee who figured in the delivery, of which operation a corresponding is to 
be made. 

3y Royal Order I make this communication to Your Excellency, for its 
enforcement and corresponding effects. May God protect you for many 
years. Madrid, etc, 


AFGHANISTAN.—A correspondent has very kindly sent us specimens 
of two varieties of the larger oblong stamps, which were alluded to in our 
last number. The design is a little more pretentious than that of the last 
issue. In the upper center is a circle, within which is represented what ap- 
pears to be a gateway, with a flag on each side of it; it may be the entrance 
to a Mosque, but might equally well be the gate of a city. Below this is a 
long, slightly curved character extending the whole width of the stamp, and 
the lower part of the design and the spaces at the sides of the circle are filled 
in with characters, upon the usual groundwork of flowers and leaves, the 
whole device being upon a solid background, as in the earliest and latest 
issues. ‘The specimens before us are in black upon colored tissue paper, one 
on green and the other on pink. Their owner informs us that the green 
stamp is used on letters from Cabul, and the pink on letters to that place; 
probably the latter is used for all letters posted in places other than the capi- 
tal. ‘We have obtained a translation of the inscriptions, showing that both 
stamps are of the same value, and we believe both to be of identically the 
same type. ‘The characters read as follows: “ Mahsul Kaghasi dak Khana 
dowlat Afghanistan Miskal yak abasi. 1310”="“Paper Duty of the Postoffice 
of the Kingdom of Afghanistan—per miskal, one abasi, 1310." A miskel= 
54 grains, troy, or rather less than one-eighth of an ounce avoirdupois. The 
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year 1310 commenced July 26, 1892, and ended July 14, 1893; so these 
stamps were probably issued during the first half of the current year.

The design of the stamp represents the Coat 
of Arms of the city; in the lower corner are the figures of denomination of 
value; in the upper corners, at right the Belgium lion, at left head of Mer- 
cury, and below the regulation Sabbatical label. The same contemporary 
states that the color of the 2 and soc Sabbath stamps will shortly be changed, 
and in order to promote the sale of the 1oc letter sheets, which, so far, were 
used but very little, the Sabbath label has been added below the stamp and 
the same inscription as on the envelopes printed in lower margin.

We notice that the reply post-cards are now being issued with the 
Queen’s head stamped on them. This makes a third alteration in these 
cards within so short a period as six months. It is currently reported that 
the second issue consisted of only 5,ooo—out of these about 750 go to foreign 
countries as specimens, and the lucky possessor of the remaining 4,250 will 
make a tidy little sum, for the price of a single card of that kind, has already 
run up to nearly Five rupees each, and it goes without saying that there 
are some who are mad enough to pay this price or even more. Can the 
public expect any explanation as to the cause of these variations? Was it 
necessary ? 

Some time ago the Zimes called the attention of the P. M. G. to the 
many variations of the surcharged 2 on 4 cents—rose—and surcharged 
envelopes. Since then greater care has been taken in the stamp department 
of the Government Printing Office, but how came these three variations in 
the reply-cards in such a short period, and that the second issue should be 
so limited, will, we suppose, remain a mystery.

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the Philatelic Protection Association, a most unpleasant number of various 
other frauds have recently been brought to light. For artistic merit the new 
pair of 1d. Sidney Views deserves the heaviest sentence, as, without the re- 
constructed plate or a photograph with which to compare them, even the 
very elect have been deceived. But the latest is more artless, yet calculated 
to deceive the young or inexperienced collector. It is the 4d, Great Britain, 
large garter, stained blue, in the closest imitation of the color of the paper 
on which the stamps with small garter watermark were printed. Of course, 
on holding it up to the light the trick is at once apparent, as the large garter 
is only found on white paper; but it will no doubt serve it maker’s purpose.” 

As to the Sidney View, we cannot express any opinion, although we 
wonder whether this is not a resurrection of the old Benjamin and Sarpy 
counterfeit in unsevered pairs. 

As to the Great Britain 4d. the Editor of our E. C, adopts a very pecu- 
liar style of reasoning: He says that the “trick is at once apparent, as the 
large garter is only found on white paper,” and if he follows out this line of 
reasoning he would simply occupy the ground of denying the possibility of 
anything new ever being discovered. A few weeks ago one of our clerks dis- 
covered a 4d. large garter, on blue paper, in a common lot of English stamps 
which she was examining, and we immediately sent it on to an English ex- 
pert for his opinion. The opinion rendered was not favorable, but we feel 
certain nevertheless, that a new discovery has been made, as nobody can 
have an object in bluing a stamp for the purpose of putting it in a mixed lot 
without receiving any extra value for it. We must consider this another in- 
stance of that delightful English conservatism which was so charmingly dis- 
played when Mr. Anheisser discovered a rod. English stamp with a water- 
mark until then unknown to our English cousins. 

The London Philatelist chronicles the old shape registration envelope 
with new stamp printed at back; probably the result of an error.

GREECE.—Ze Jimbre [Poste states that some of the rol postal cards are 
watermarked with Greek chatacters, the translation of which is “Paper of 
Public Service”. 

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS.—The varieties and errors of the surcharges on the 
ostal stationery of these islands are infinite in number and ingenuity. We 
are told of the 5c ultramarine, with the date misprinted as “ 1863” and with 
the figures of the date all turned backwards. How this is done we do not 
know, but as described to us it looks difficult, if not impossible. The En- 
velopes and Cards, of course, afford greater scope, There being four corners 
to each, the odds are naturally three to one against the surcharge falling in 
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the right place, and it is wonderful how successful the printer has been 
as a rule. 

The Provisional Government having determined upon having a new issue 
of 1, 2, 5, 10 and 25 cents stamps, called for designs for these values, to be 
submitted by the 1st November; and we are informed by Mr. Holdsworth, of 
Honolulu, that the designs tendered by him have been accepted, and the or- 
der for engraving them has been sent to New York. He very kindly sends 
us a rough sketch of each, of which the following is a brief description: 

The 1c shows the Hawaiian Arms on a shield with supporters; the name 
above and value below on scrolls, and a frame of rays; to be printed in deep 
yellow. The 2c bears a view of Honolulu, as on the 2c card, in a square 
frame; name above, value below, “ POSTAGE” at each side; color to be 
brown. On the sc is depicted the statue of Kamehameha I., as on the for- 
mer 25c, with inscription “HAWAIIAN ISLANDS POSTAGE” on a 
horseshoe frame; value in the lower corners; color carmine-red. On the 10« 
is a star, surrounded by palms and with the date “1893”’ at the top; at the 
bottom is the value, surmounted by a scroll bearing the name; in the lower 
corners sugar-canes and taro leaves; color green. The 25c has the portrait 
of Mr. S. B. Dole, President of the Provisional Government, in an oval; 
above, on a scroll, “ HAWAII 1893”; at the left of the oval (which touches 
the right side of the stamp) is draped the Hawaiian flag; below the oval an 
anchor; value on a block in the left lower corner; color blue. 

The designs appear to be eminently appropriate and interesting, and we 
can only trust that the new stamps will soon be ready, and thus a stop may 
be put to all surcharging. (Monthly Journal.) 


HONDURAS.—The following is an extract (translated) from Za Gace/a, 
he official organ of the government of the Republic : 

Decree No. 98 by which the resolution of the Executive Power ap- 
proving a contract for Postage Stamps made between the Director General of 
Revenue and Mr. Nicholas F. Seebeck, is disapproved.

Sole Article :—Disapproving the resolution of the Executive Power of 
the 2oth April, 1889, approving the contract between the Director General of 
Revenues, Mr. Roque J. Mufioz, and Mr, Nicholas F. Seebeck, as Secretary 
for the Hamilton Bank Note Engraving & Printing Co., of New York, with 
the purpose of supplying the necessary stamps for the postal service of the 
correspondence (domestic and foreign) of the Republic. 

Given in Tegucigalpa, on the nineteenth day of the month of October of 
the year 1893.

INDIA.—A correspondent sends us a tracing of a curiosity which, we 
believe, has not been hitherto noted. It is the 2 annas of the first issue, 
divided in half diagonally, and thus employed—presumably—as a 1 anna 
stamp. The specimen described paid postage on a letter to Hong Kong in 
1857. 

Mr. Seymour Summers sends us some labels, which are used upon par- 
cels in India, the value of which is to be recovered by the Post Office by the 
addressee. We describe these principally with a view to pointing out to our 
readers that, as far as we can ascertain they have no postal significance what- 
ever, the value expressed upon them being simply that of the parcel, though 
it is possible that in some cases this may include the cost of the carriage. 
They are plain type set labels, printed in black on common colored paper 
The two before us are on green and pink respectively; at the top, in large 
type, are the letters “V. P”., followed by a number; below this, on the pink, 
“Amount to be recovered” —“(Exclusive of postage)”"—“Rs....As....,” in 
three lines, the second of the three being omitted on the green; this is en- 
closed by a frame of single lines, and at the bottom in each case is a space, 
in which is printed the name of the office from'which the label emanates, 
Any one who wishes to collect these things can of course do so, but they are 
not postage stamps, although used by the Post Office. (Monthly Journal.) 


ITALY.—The Jilustriertes Briefmarken Journal chronicles a new 7 %%4« 
reply card, and describes the differences between the old and the new issue, 
as follows: 

The former inscription CENT 15 has been changed to Cent 15; the Coat 
of Arms, including Flags and branches formerly measured 51mm. and now 
measures only 31mm.; in the left margin, joining the figures 93 the words 
DELLA PRESENTE have been inserted between ANTERIORE SI; on the reply half 
the upper line of the inscription and RIsposTA are in larger letters and are 
separated by a dash; in the left margin the date has been added as well as 
the new words in the inscription, as on the regular card,

JAPAN.—Mr. W. E. Eaton has shown us the 4 sen of 1874 (Syllabic 
characters) perforated 124%x11. Mr. T, Imajoinforms us that the same exist 
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also perforated 12% all around. Mr. Eaton also informs us that the 1 sen 
of 1875 (Without syllabic characters) exists perforated 9, 12%4, 12x11. In 
the Catalogue for Advanced Collectors we give these stamps only as perforated 
11, this being the only perforation met with by us—our stock of these 
stamps being not as large as that of the other values of this issue. 



















LIBERIA—Our correspondent in London brings us some very interesting 
information which will delight the hearts of all our earnest collectors. 

We have long regretted that such a large state as Liberia, with such an 
enormous population and such a vast inland and foreign trade should possess 
only one single set of postage stamps. At last the authorities there have re- 
cognized the necessity of dividing the country into postal divisions or districts, 
and they are going to issue a registration stamp for each of the following 
districts :— 

Harper, Monrovia, Buchanan, Robertsport. 

Undoubtedly, if this special issue meets the expectations of the Liberian 
authorities (in London), regular sets of postage stamps will be issued for each 
of these districts. 

Our correspondent also informs us that permanent postage due stamps 
are to appear and the values are to be 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 20 and 4oc,

There will be enough varieties to fill a page by the time we discover where 
the place is, but we do not recommend these rarities as an investment.

VICTORIA.—We have received from Mr, Vindin a specimen of an envel 
ope of white laid paper, embossed with two penny stamps, like the blue en- 
velope chronicled last February. The story now is that a business firm, 
whose address is printed on the copy before us, had these envelopes stamped 
for use by their country customers, and that, the postal rate having recently 
been raised to 2d., they sent in their stock of envelopes, and had a second 1d 
stamp struck by the side of the first.

This letter was received by us December 25th, the envelope in which it 
was enclosed, was prepaid by two Samoan stamps of % penny and 2 pence, 
cancelled “ Opia, Samoa, Dec. 6” ; it was delivered to us without any addi- 
tional charges, thus settling the question whether these stamps are legitimate ; 
in our mind we never had any doubt about it. 


SHANGHAI, CHINA, October 27, 1893. 


Editors Journal of Philately: 

I have already written you an article with a later supplement on the 
stamps of Shanghai of the 1889-92 issues, and believed the latter had finished 
the subject but on pursuing my investigations in Shanghai I find some errors 
which have hitherto escaped me. As the full list of varieties would be in- 
complete without them I add them now: 

1, 1c on half of 2c brown, blue surcharge over black surcharge 


2. 1c on half of 2c brown, blue surcharge over green surcharge 
3. Mc on half of 5c rose, surcharge inverted 

4.%c “ ~ “sored a _

6. 


1c on half of 2c green, pair not perforated vertically through center 
of original stamp, 

7. 1c on half of 2c brown, surcharge reads “ct”’.

While I have not been able to secure any of these errors for my own col- 
lection I have seen them all except No.5. This I list on the authority of the 
Stamp News as quoted in this Journal and also on authority of the Post- 
master here. 

From an interview with the Postmaster I believe these errors to be en- 
tirely accidental and but a very small number of any one of them exists. 
Errors Nos. 1 and 2 occured in this way: When the rect on half of 2c brown 
was first surcharged the pyinter surcharged the right hand vertical row of 
stamps on one sheet in black and the next vertical row in green and sent the 
sheet to the Postmaster as proof. Not liking either color it was decided to 
make the surcharge blue, but in printing this blue surcharge the printer used 
the proof sheet with the rest resulting in the two right hand rows having the 
double surcharge or ten copies of each error, The Postmaster did not notice 
this sheet or, he assured me, he would undoubtedly have removed it and it 
was sold in regular course with the others. The black surcharge occupies a 
little higher position on the stamp, on the specimen I have seen, than the 
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blue so both are quite distinct; on the blue over the green, however, the for- 
mer is directly over the latter so only one surcharge appears but the presence 
of the green is indicated by the different color it gives to the blue. 

As all these errors are exceedingly rare, probably none of your readers 
will ever see some of them. Still as they were actually sold.to the public, an 
advance catalogue would not be complete without them, and so I list them. 

The Postmaster here, by the way, is quite indignant over some stamps 
listed in the Philatelic Journal of America, consisting of fractional values 
made by quartering and halving the regular stamps. He characterises them 
as ‘‘stuff’’ made by some boy cutting the stamps and getting some coolie in 
the office to pass them, He says they are entirely illegitimate and seems to 
think he has enough to bear with the varieties alrerdy existing. 

It may not be known to your readers that an error exists in the entire 
set just issued of the 1889 set. The upper character in the shield is made 
like a horizontal H1, (XL) both top and bottom bars being made long; only 
the bottom bar should have been so made, the top bar purposely being short. 
This may not seem much of an error to us but it is an important one to a 
Chinaman as it changes the whole character. As this was corrected in sub- 
sequent issues it will serve as a guide to the collector in determining which 
shades, paper, etc., was the first issued.
